Corn Areas and 
Allotment Acreages 


A commercial corn area for 1941 
consisting of 623 counties—just 24 
more counties than 
the 
form er 
designation—was announced early 
this week by Secretary of Agricul­ 
ture Claude R. W ickard. The al­ 
lotments -within these 623 counties 
' for 1941 amount to a total of 37,- 
300,000 acres. 
This total acreage is the same as • 
that for 1940, the difference be­ 
tween the 1941 and 1940 allotments 
being represented by the acreage 
alloted to 24 new counties in East­ 
ern States for 1941. This does not 
mean, however, 
that 
all 
state, 
county, and individual farm allot­ 
ments in the 1940 commercial area 
will remain the same, since state 
and 
county 
allotments 
reflect 
trends in corn planting and farm 
allotments reflect in farm ing op­ 
erations. 
The commercial corn 
area 
in 
eludes all counties 
which 
have 
produced an average of at least 
450 bushels of corn per farm and 
four bushels of corn per acre of 
farm land during the past 10 years. 
It also includes bordering counties 
containing townships which meet 
these sperifications. 
State and county corn allotments 
will be announced in the near fu­ 
ture, and individual farm allot­ 
ments are expected to be d istri­ 
buted by county AAA committees 
soon after January 1. 
The national acreage goal for 
corn w-ill be the same as the goal 
of 88 to 90 million acres in 1940.

St. M ary’s Seminary Founded by 
Vincentians in 1818. 


St. M ary’s sem inary 
in 
Perry 
county, Missouri, commonly known 
as St. M ary’s of the Barrens, was 
incorporated by the State legisla­ 
ture on November 28, 1822, one 
hundred and eighteen years ago 
this week. 
This notable institu­ 
tion of classical and 
theological 
learning, the first of its kind west 
of the Mississippi and the nursery 
of many pioneer Catholic mission­ 
aries in the Middle West, soon be­ 
came known throughout the Mis­ 
sissippi valley. In 1831. because of 
the competition offered 
by 
this 
Perry county school. Father Ver- 
haegen, the first president of 
St. 
Louis university, advised moving 


St. Louis college, the forerunner of 
the university, to Louisiana. 
The Barrens, 
now 
Perryville, 
Missouri, a small community of 
Catholics of English descent. F ath­ 
er Dunand of St. Ferdinand’s p ar­ 
ish at Florissant was a very w el­ 
come m inister in this settlem ent 
[ and it was at his request that a 
church was built at the Barrens. In 
turn, Father Dunand had very di­ 
rect influence in getting the first 
theological sem inary in the diocese 
of St. Louis located at the 
B ar­ 
rens.

In 1818, when he learned 
that 
Bishop du Bourg was bringing a 
party of Lazarists to Upper Louis­ 
iana, he proposed that the C ath­ 
olics at the Barrens buy a tract of 
land immediately 
adjoining 
the 
church and offer it to the bishop as 
a site for the seminary. The bishop 
liked the location and accepted the 
generous offer. 
While the sem inary building was 
I in the process of construction d u r­ 
ing the sum mer and fall of 1818, 
the sem inarians were housed in a 
home near the church and there 
the sem inary virtually began. The 
sem inary building when completed 
was a combination of log, fram e, 
brick, and stone and served as the 
chapel, 
dormitory, 
study 
hall, 
kitchen, and workshop. 
At one 
time in this small building Father 
Rosati, the first rdbtor or headm as­ 
ter, taught theology to a group of 
young seminarists at the same time 
that other swere engaged in cook- 
that others were engaged in cook- 
It may be said that the institu­ 
tion was Father Rosati’s own crea­ 
tion. 
It was he who devised the 
{plan of the institution and super-

In time, plans were 
made 
to 
build a larger and better church to 
replace the old church at the B ar­ 
rens. 
On January 6, 
1827. 
the 
cornerstone of the Church of As­ 
sumption was laid—the church of 
St. M ary's seminary. This church, 
which was planned as a counter­ 
part of the Lazarists 
church 
in 


Rome, is now the m other church 
of the Vincentian fathers for the 
western province of the 
United 
States. 
It contains the tomb 
of 
Father de Andreis, the first super­ 
ior of the order in American. Since 
this saintly father approved Bishop 
du Bourg’s plan to establish 
the 
Vincentian seminary at the B ar­ 
rens, the church and his tomb are 
a fundam ental part of the institu­ 
tion—“the shrine of visiting priests 
and laymen ” 
The lack of equipm ent in the 
sem inary was more than compen­ 
sated for in 
the 
devotion 
and 
scholarship of the fathers. 
In ad­ 
dition to their duties at the semi­ 
nary the priests m inistered to the 
spiritual needs of a large num ber 
of Catholics in the neighborhood 
and visited missions, some of them 
as far away as the Arkansas terri­ 
tory. 
A notice in the Missouri Repub­ 
lican in 1828 announced that the

CP ACE REQUIRED

kitchen must be of sufficient size 
to contain equipment for food stor­ 
age, dish and pan storage, 
dish­ 
washing, broom storage, 
cooking, 
food preparation, and som etim es 
laundry work 
While there must 
be space for all of the e the nature 
and amount of equipment is vari­ 
able. depending not only on 
the 
income but also on the needs and 
habits of the family 
A kitchen embodies three areas 
o' activity: receiving and 
storing 
food; cleaning and 
dishwashing; 
and cooking and serving. 
When 
kitchen planners refer to 
the U 
type, the L type, or the broken 
unit type they are merely indicat- 
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iny the general relatioi <hip of the 
three basic work centers. 
The first or storage center 
in­ 
cludes a refrigerator, storage space 
for supplies 
not 
requiring 
cold 
storage, and a nearby counter on 
which food may be prenared as it 
is taken from storage. 
The second area, for 
cleaning 
and dishwashing, locates the sink 
between convenient counters with 
cabinets above holding 
necessary 
supplies, 
The cooking and serving center| 
contains the range and a counter or 
table logically situated close to the 
dining-room door.

Gas 
and electric ranges, being the most 
convenient types, are the most d e­ 
sirable. There may be cases, how’- i 
ever, where the coal or wood range 
is justified in com m unities where j 
coal or w’ood is readily available 
and inexpensive.

volve extra labor of hauling and 
ash removal.

Earl Cambron, chairman of the 
New Madrid County Agricultural 
Conservation Committee, warned 
farmers today that all applications 
for parity payments 
under 
the 
1940 Farm Program must be 
on 
file in the county office by Decem­ 
ber 31. Payments are to be made 
only when applications are sub­ 
mitted before this date. 
Parity payments were made this 
year to corn, wheat, and cotton 
farmers throughout the State. In­ 
formation obtained from the State 
office indicated the right is re­ 
served by the Secretary of Agri­ 
culture to withhold payment from 
any person who fails to file 
the 
necessary forms before the 
date 
set forth in the program 
regula­ 
tions. 
The chairman stated that a num ­ 
ber of farmers who are eligible fo r1 
these parity payments have 
not 
yet submitted their applications. 
“We are anxious to complete our 
1940 parity work,” he said, “and 
! while we do not want anyone to 
I lose a payment which he has earn­ 
ed it will, nevertheless, be nec­ 
essary for us to adhere strictly to 
the requirements written in 
the 
farm program law.” 


To date 4626 applications have 
been received by the county com­ 
mittee. Of this number 4533 have 
ibeen paid. 
It is estimated 
that 
there are 131 applications still to 
be paid. 
Persons interested 
in a 
corn, 
wheat, or cotton crop on a farm are 
eligible for a parity payment under 
the Triple-A Program if the acre­ 
age allotments for these crops were 
not exceeded. 
Farmers who kept 
withirt their corn allotments 
re­ 
ceive 5 cents a bushel on the nor­ 
mal yield of their acreage 
allot­ 
ment. Determined on the same 
basis, wheat producers receive 10 
cents per bushel, and cotton pro­ 
ducers $1.55 per 100 pounds. 
Mr. Cambron stated “Parity pay­ 
ments are made to farmers in order 
to bring the prices they receive for 
commodities more in line with the 
prices they pay for other goods.” 
These payments are in addition to 
the regular agricultural Conserva­ 
tion payments made 
under the 
Triple-A Farm Program.
